As discussed in the Background of the ltl^/entlon at least at pages a and 5, and 
f oedfically the second full paragraph of page 5, the Applicant explicitly relates :he specific 
power supply and command signal problems associated with the known systems, 
^•hese problems in the art, as exemplified by the '557 system, specifically refute the 
^ fcr xaminer's contention of taking Official Notice of what is well known In the art. In fa:::t. because 

ti e presenfly claimed system overcomes the known probli^ms in the art, this is specii ic evidence 
c ' non-obviousness. 

Therefore, the Applicant respectfully requests ihe Examiner to produce evidence as 
required by case law that the Applicant's claimed feature is well known and obvious in the art. 
A 3 also set forth in MPEP 2144.03 (A), it is never appropriate to rely solely on "common 
knowledge" in the art without evidentiary support in the record, as the principal evic ence upon 
V! -iich a rejection was based. Zurco. 258 F.3d at 1385. 59 USPQ2d at 1697. Tnerefore, if 
p:>sslble, the Applicant requests the Examiner to indicate the evidence, name y, speclffc 
p^ issage or passages, or the drawing or drawings, which contain the neoessar-' teaching,
